ACCOUNTING OF 
LANDS LOST 

London, October 21—Provinces of 
Saskachewan and Alberta lose their 
fight to have the Dominion account 
to them for lands alienated by the 
Dominion before Sept. 1, 1905, when 
the province came into being, 

The judicial committee of the Privy 
Council Tuesday dismissed, with costs 
the appeal of the province of Sask- 
atchewan from a ruling of the Sup- 
reme Court of Canada of February 


‘3 last, when the Supreme Court fav- 


ored the Dominion. The province of 
Alberta was associated with Sask- 
atchewan in the appeal to the high- 
est tribunal. 

The case arose out of negotiations 
for the return of the natural re- 
sources to theprov ince of Saskatch- 
ewan. A series of questions were re- 
ferred to the Supreme Couct, which 
concurred in the Dominion Govern- 
ment’s claim it had to account to the 
province only for any of the natur- 
al resourges sold or otherwise alien- 
ated since the province was formed in 
1905, The province angued the ac- 
counting should cover all the time 
from 1870 when Prince Rupert's 
Land an the Northwest Territories 
became part of the Dominion. 

The province contended that al- 
though tke Dominion was given juris- 
diction and control of the Northwest 
Territories and Prince Rupert’s Land 
in 1870, the revenues therefrom 
should not have accrued to the Do- 
minion as a whole, but that the Do- 
minion was virtually in a position of 
a trustee for the province later form- 
ed. The Dominion replied there was 
no obligation on its part to adminis- 
ter the land and appropriate the rev- 
enues for the benefit of any prov- 
ince sybsequently set up.

The other, whose body had 
been hacked to pieces, was appar- 
ently 29 and had red hair, She had 
been shiot and her face had been 
erushed as though in a deliberate at- 
tempt to prevent identifcation.

A SURPRISINGLY 

HEAVY DEFICIT 
The people of this province have 

been kept in suspense until well on 

in October as to the size of the pro- 
vincial deficit for the fiscal year end- 
ing March 31 last. Premier Brown- 
hee explains the long delay by saying 
that the pubbication of the news is 

a matter for the government to de- 

cide, It may be said that the pill 

of a $2,306,581 deficit is just as bit- 
ter to taste in October as in June or 

July, and anxiety over its size will 

not be lessened by the tardy announ- 

cement. ! 

It is true that a fairly serious ‘das 
ficit was generally expected, but 
nothing approaching the actual figur- 
es was anticipated outside govern- 
ment circles. In a statement given 
in the legislature before the budget 
speech last February, it was shown 
that the outlay for the first nine 
months of the last fiscal year was 
about $3,000,000 over revenue for the 
same period, but as January, Febru- 
ary and March constitute the season 
of the year when license fees and 
other payments to the treasury are 
heaviest, it was believed that the ac- 
tual deficit by the end of March 
would be considerably less than 
$2,000,000, That hope has not been 
realized. Instead the actual deficit 
is well on to'double the amount. 

The size of the deficit will create 
the more consternation because it 
follows several years of surpluses. 
Last year a surplus of $426,080 was 
geported. The decline in provincial 


revenue in twelve months is. remark- 
ably severe and calls for complete 
details to be understandable. - The 
economic depression, inability to col- 
lect taxes, and the drying up of cer- 
tain forms of revenue were the ma- 
jor causes. The heavy annual car- 
rying charge on a debt of $110,000.- 
000 and unproductive loans to co-op- 
erative enterprises were others. In 
all branches of provincis] tax  col- 
lection there have been notable de- 
clines, Liquor profts dropped nearly 
three quarters of a million from the 
preceding year, and the revenue from 
automobile licenses was down about, 
helf that amount, Even making full 
allowance for the inevitable restric- 
tion in business of all) kinds the de- 
ficit seems excessive and difficult to 
explain. 

It has become obvious to all that 
if the present acute business depres- 
sion persists, the government will 
have to revise its financing system 
radically. A drastic cut in govern- 
ment cost is indicated to conform 
with existing conditions, The gov- 
ernment will be compelled to cut its 
coat to fit the cloth. It can not go 
on spending so lavishly on_ social 
services and in public building which 
are ahead of the times and needs. 
The huge deficit conveys a warning 
than cannot safely be neglected, es- 
pecially as another equally as great 
looms for the present fiscal year.
